While conducting an inves­ 
tigation to learn who had fired the 
shots, it is said that McClintock 
approached and told them that he 
had fired the shots at Martin, and 
that he had fired at him in self 
defense. 
McClintock professed not to know 
where Martin had gone after he 
had shot him, but the officers con­ 
tinued their search for him and 
a few minutes later their atten­ 
tion was attracted to groans com­ 
ing from the city park, nearly a 
half 
mile 
froml 
the 
McClintock 
home. 
The officers found Martin in his 
automobile at the park, suffering 
intensely from gunshot wounds and 
placed 
him 
in 
a car and 
rush­ 
ed him to the hospital here, for 
treatment. 
He entered the hospital at 2:30 
o’clock this morning and died from 
an internal 
hemorrhage 
an 
hour 
later, without having gained con 
sciousness after being brought to 
the hospital. 
One 
bullet passed

chest, another entered at the front 
and lodged in his chest, another 
had glazed his chest and a fourth 
had passed through his right arm.

T is a strange fact that many 
capable persons who devote the 
energies of a successful life­ 
time to acquiring a competency 
often give little thought to what 
w ill become of this property when 
they are dead or otherwise incap­ 
able of administering IL 
Th# right to make a will as we 
understand it at the present time 
—that is, the right freely to dis­ 
pose of one’s goods and lands after 
death—has been a right so jealous­ 
ly contested for between subject 
and soverlgn that it has come to be 
regarded as aa inherent right of a 
free people, v 
Brushing aside the vestiges of 
this right, if any, in earlier civili­ 
zations, the modern statutes relat­ 
ing to wills are based largely upon 
Roman law*. 
In the older Roman 
law, freedom to make a will was 
unrestricted, but later the right to 
dispose of properly was curtailed, 
and a definite portion of the proper­ 
ty was required to be left to a dis­ 
inherited heir. 
These abridgments 


to the freedom of disposing of 
property by will exist in practical­ 
ly every country, the foundation of 
whose legal system is drawn large­ 
ly from tile Romans, and with us to­ 
day, limitations in many respects 
are imposed by the laws of various 
states of our Union. 
In Roman 
law, however, there was no distinc­ 
tion between the nature of the 
property to be disposed of by will; 
there was no distinction between 
goods and lands. 
But later on, in 
England, an age-long struggle took 
place between the Roman law as 
interpreted by the churchmen, tile 
feudal law of the Romans, and the 
old customary law of the Anglo- 
Saxons, which was not resolved 
until comparatively recent times. 
The person contemplating tile 
exercise of the ‘‘privilege and duty 
of making his will” should be care­ 
ful always to consult competent 
legal advice. 
The stories hinging 
on wills scribbled on Hie back of 
an old envelope or piece of wrap­ 
ping prover are largely fanciful. 
There is another matter almost 
as 
important 
as 
directing who 
shall receive Die property after 


death, and that Is, who shall han­ 
dle It for the benefit of those left 
behind, 
lf the maker of a will 
does not decide this, it is the court 
which names 
the administrator. 
Frequently, this means not only 
the choice of someone whom the 
head of the family would not have 
selected, but It may result Iii add­ 
ed expense and delay. 
Many persons hesitate to ap­ 
proach the preparation of a will,! 
feeling 
that 
It 
is 
a 
document 
which, when executed, exists for 
all time, and that they are not pre­ 
pared for u final decision. 
Noth­ 


ing Is further from the truth. 
A 
will Is only operative and binding 
at the date of the maker's death. 
Before a person dies he may make 
any number of wills, each of which 
in succession should, by its terms, 
revoke and cancel all prior wills. 
The will also enables you to ex­ 
tend the distribution of property 
over a long period, or to surround 
It with such restrictions as will 
protect 
from ill-advised 
invest­ 
ment or mismanagement.

place his estate In trust for any 
person—wife, 
son, 
daughter, 
or 
other individual—during bis or lier 
life, stipulating that it shall be 
turned over to someone else at the 
first beneficiary’s death. 
He may 
place his estate in trust for a cer­ 
tain time, as in the case of a young 
son whose education and care he 
wishes guaranteed, and for whom 
he wishes property preserved until 
he shall have attained mature busi­ 
ness judgment. 
He may place his 
estate In trust to be paid out in 
periodical installments to the bene­ 
ficiary. 
lie may place It In trust 
for a charity or other Institution. 
He may provide successively to 
benefit a person during life and a 
charity after that person’s death.

He may give the full income to his 
wife for life and subsequently re­ 
tain portions for the fund in trust 
for his children, making different 
provisions for sons and daughters, 
as his prudence may suggest. 
The executor’s duties begin with 
the death of the maker of the will. 
He may face a year or more of in­ 
tricate work. 
All of these duties require knowl­ 
edge of business, experience and 
judgment of the highest order. It 
is clear 
that the responsibility 
which a trustee assumes is a vital 
one. It is needless to say that the 
man should not appoint his execu­ 
tor and trustee thoughtlessly. 
For various reasons, therefore, 
the advantages of employing as ex­ 
ecutor a corporation that makes a 
specialty of such work is apparent. 
Such a corporation is a trust com­ 
pany.

States trust companies are not re* 
quired by law to furnish bonds). , 
There are cases when it Is advis­ 
able to join with the trust company 
in Urn administration of an estate 
some individual who has an Intl- 
mate knowledge of the business or 
family relationship of the maker of 
{he will. Such an individual may be 
his wife, or his attorney who has 
Handled his1 .personal affairs for 
years, or a younger managing part­ 
ner, or a competent chief clerk of a 
business. 
Many whose genius lies In the 
making of money have little ability 
to conserve it * There is, therefore, 
a method by which a suitable por­ 
tion of such mopey and; property 
can be placed beyond probability of 
loss and yet be used for the benefit 
of the members of a family. It is 
known as a voluntary or living 
trust, because it takes effect during 
tile makers lifetime. 
A few of the representative ob­ 
jects accomplished by the creation 
of living trusts are: Income paya­ 
ble to a wife during her life; in­ 
come payable to the creator of the 
trust for the benefit of children; in­ 
come payable direct to children; In­ 
come to be used for the education 
of an individual; income payable to 
the creator of the trust for his own 
benefit; ihcome payable regularly 
to a charity; to provide for a mar­ 
riage settlement; to provide an in­ 
come for intended husband or wife;

PIERRE, S. D., May 3.— West­ 
ern South Dakota is in the grip 
or an embryonic oil craze, the furth­ 
er development of which will de­ 
pend upon the success or failure of 
a dozen or more “ wildcat” wells 
I now being drilled in various parts 
, of the state, from the Missouri riv- 
j cr to the Wyoming and Montana 
j boundary lines. 
i 
The epidemic, or whatever it may 
be called, is raging most severe­ 
ly within a radius of 60 miles of 
i this, the capital city, where specu- 
I lation has been ripe for many years 
because of certain formations, as 
to whether or not the western oil 
fields extended this far east. 
Based on recent geological sur­ 
veys of Montana, geologists agree 
on the general theory that the field 
iii that state extends from north­ 
west to southeast and if it con­ 
tinues southeastward 
must extend 
into South Dakota. These geologists 
also agree that the surface indica­ 
tions are as prominent in the sus­ 
pected South 
Dakota oil area as 
in the proven Montana and Wyom­ 
ing fields. 
Fossils, shells and various pre­ 
historic 
formations 
are 
present 
here it is said, which are necessary 
to form the oil containers. Geolog­ 
ists who have made surveys in this 
state say that in certain sections it 
is their opinion oil should be found 
at a depth of from 2.500 to 3,500 
feet. Fred A. Davies of Lewistown, 
Montana, and L. G. Cree of Lusk, 
Wyoming, both of whom made sep­ 
arate surveys of the western half 
of the state last fall declare there
